A PROCLAMATION 


For Payment of the Duty of Exciſe, together with the Arrears thereof,

7; Pereas divers great Sums of money foz Publique Uſe and Concernnient, kor the 


great Atfatrs of the Kingdom, Have been charged upon the Receipts of Exciſe , 
And many, and great Arrears, are due and owing thereupon, as well in Our City 
of London, as tn ſeveral of Our Counties, Cities, and Towns Coꝛpoꝛate, with⸗ 
nn Our Kingdom ok England, Dominion of Wales, and Our Town and Poꝛt 
okt Berwick upon Tweed, Lhe Collecting and Levying of which hach been of late Y 
times much Obſtructed, and become very Ineffectual, thzough the Pꝛactiſes and ; 
— ==! Contrivements of Subtil and Diſaffected Perſons , foz their own pzivate Lucre "i 
and Gain, And fozalmuch as by an Act of this pꝛeſent Paritament, the Duty of Excile is contt- 3 
tinued, and the Arrears thereof, directed thereby to be paſd : wor, at the deſire, and by the Advice of 
Dur Toꝛds and Commons in Parliament Aſembled, have thought fit, and do by this Our Pzoclama- 
1 tion, Command, Require, and Charge, all and every Pur loving Subjects, within Our lald Kingdom 
= of England, Dominton of Wales, and Town of Berwick upon Tweed afozeſatd, who are liable to pay 
1 Excile, oz from whom any the Arrears thereof are due and unpald, Speedily and without Delay, 
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as it ſhall become due; but alſo foꝛ ſatisfying all and every the Arrears. thereof (which are Excepted 
from Pardon by an Act of this pzeſent Parliament, Entituled (An Act of Free and General Pardon, Indemp- 
nity and Oblivion) to the endthe Oꝛders and Rules made foz payment thereof, be not eluded; And We 
do hereby ſtraitly Charge and Command all Our Juſtices of the Peace, and other Our Magiſtrates 
and Miniſters whatſoever, within this Our fatd City of London,and the reſpective Counties, Cities and 
Towns Coꝛporate, to whom is committed the care of ſeeing ſuch of the Rules, Oꝛders, and Powers, 
as are under their Cogntzance, executed vigozouſly, and diligently, to pzoceed in putting the ſame in Exe- 
cutton, to the end the Obſtructions andDefects of Execution, whether in remtlneſs, oz neglect, may be 
removed, and the afoꝛelſald Duty of Exciſe, together with the whole Arrears thereof, may be duly and 
ſpeedily Levyed and Paid in, koꝛ che purpoſes atoꝛeſaid. R 

And whereas it was Reſotved, and Declared by the Commons in this pꝛeſent Parliament Aſſem- 
bled, the lixth ef September laſt, That the Act [oz continuance of the Exciſe, doth enable the Commiſſi- 
oners therein named, and their Sub-commiltioners, to Act and pꝛoceed accoꝛding to the Rates, and 
Rules of the late pzetended Powers ; We therefoze do Hereby moze particularly require and command 
Our ſatd Juſtices of Peace, to put in full Execution, the two and thirtieth Article of an Act ſo called, 
And Entituled, An Act for the Speedy Raiſing and Levying Moneyes by way of New-Impolt or Exciſe, made 
and Publiſhed the fourteenth day of Auguſt, One thouſand ſix hundzed fozty nine: Whereby it is men⸗ 
tioned to be Enacted, That no Uintner, Pnkeeper, Utctualler, Ale-houſe-keeper, 02 other Perſon 
whatſoever, That Retailes oz Sells Ale oz Beer, ſhall Bzew his own Beer oz Ale, unleſs he give ſes 
curity to pay the Exciſe thereof; Oꝛ otherwile to take all ſuch Beer and Ale as he ſhall Sell oz Utter, 
of oꝛ from ſome common Bzewer of Ale oz Beer, In which caſeupon due pzoof made, (as by the ſad 
Article is pꝛeſcribed) befoze any one Juſtice of the Peace, within the County, City, 02 Town Cozpo- 
rate, where the Party offending doth reſide,and dwell, the laid Puſtice of the Peace, hath power to Im⸗ 
poſe and Levy upon the Party -ſo offending, the ſeveral Penalties and Fozfettures by the ſaid Article 
itmſted, Vherefoze, We do further hereby ſtraitly Charge, and Command every ſuch Juſtice of the 
Peace (befoꝛe Whom any ſuch Pꝛoof ſhall be made, oꝛ tendꝛed to be made as afozeſatd) That he do foꝛth⸗ 
with without delay, pzoceed againſt the ſald Party ſo Offending, by hearing and determining the ſaid 
Offence, and by the ſpeedy iſſuing out their Warrants, fo; Levying and Executing of the ſeveral Pe⸗ 
— 4 and Foꝛkeitures therein Limited, accozding as by the ſaid Article is Directed and Re- 
And Laftly, We expect Obedience hereunto, from all and every Perſon and Perſons whom it doth, 
02 map concern, as they tender Our Dilpleaſure, and will anſwer the contemning ok this Dur Royal 
Command, at their utmoſt Peril. 9
